The competitor receiving the first prize 

the contest used only 4.2 milligrams of 
gold to gild a carefully prepared watch case 
and the same excelled in ippearance one 
upon which 40 milligrams of gold had been 
deposited, which was due to the latter not 
being so well executed. 

One of a certain grade of American 
watch cases has 4.2 milligrams for the whole 
case, and in no instance more than 11.37 
milligrams If a kilo of fine gold costs 
3450 francs, the gold value of such an 
American case is 1% centimes, or 2.23 
francs per gross. Upon investigation, the 
prize jury found that the durability of the 
gilding is not due to the thickness of the 
gilding, but to a special varnish (lacquer) 
with which the gilt cases are covered. 

Such a varnish was prepared by the jury 
and submitted to a large house at La 
Chaux-de-Fonds fer trial and examination 
and yielded excellent results for practical 
ust The committee, therefore, believe to 
have discovered, in these favorable trials, 
the most important secret in order to be able 
to effectively oppose foreign competition.

Certain Schists of the Gold and Diamond Re 
ys of Eastern Minas Geraes.” This paper is 
minutely petrographical to be here presented 
ore fully than in abstract; and the conclusions 
ached are largely indefinite and provisional. <A 
umber of analyses of more or less decomposed, 
loritic and micaceous schists, are compared and 
tudied with great detail, with the object of de 
rmining, if possible, the character of the original 
wks whence they have been derived. In several 
ses it proved almost impossible to do this, even 
the extent of deciding whether it determines 
at the character of the original rock was erup- 
ve or elastic. Many possibilities are suggested 
to the character and structure of the parent 
ck, and the alterations to which they may have 
een subjected, but no very definite outcome is 
ached in the end. One or two points may be 
ted as of distinct interest. Professor Derby, in 
former paper, had claimed an igneous origin for 
me of these schists on account of “the occur 
nee of antigenetic monazite, which was considered 
s an original element that had passed unchanged 
irough the process of metamorphism.”’ This argu- 
ent is now withdrawn, as proof has been ob- 
uined that monazite may be a secondary product 
his subject is to be further discussed 
rhe present composition of some of these rocks 
ils to correspond satisfactorily with any known 
r probable original type, either elastic or erup- 
ve, and Professor Derby advances the view that 
ley represent igneous rocks that had been de- 
ymposed and leached in situ before metamorphism 
ad taken place—‘‘the residual clays and oxides re 
uining their original positions without mingling.”

These conditions are, 
doubtless, demoralizing enough in Great 
Britain, but they are worse in this country; 
for we doubt even if a conviction such as 
that of Davidson’s at Birmingham could 
be obtained in any of the large or important 
cities or towns here. The statements which 
one may hear any day from the lips of a 
certain class of auctioneers are sickening in 
their mendacity. We agree absolutely with 
our British confrére that “the fraudulent 
auctioneer and the fraudulent advertiser are 
not one whit better than the ordinary, com- 
monplace thief.”

EXPOSITION AND CONDEMNATION 
Or AN ABUSE. 
New York, Aug. 20, 1901. 
Editor THe Jewevers’ CirCULAR-WEEKLY: 
I beg leave to express enthusiastic admira- 
tion of the Pan-American 
being held at Buffalo 
much lukewarm comment in reference to it, 
by persons hereabouts, who have misjudged 
it, or looked at it too hurriedly or from a 
wrong point of view, that my surprise and 
gratification were enhanced, when by per- 
sonal @ebservation I discovered a clever, well 
managed, comfortably arranged exhibition 
of a great many objects of both interest and 
beauty. From an architectural standpoint, 
the buildings are far superior to any which 
have preceded them, and they are so con- 


Exposition now 
here has been sO 


veniently grouped as to be easily accessible 
to either young or old. Within the build- 
ings the aisles are amply wide and nu- 
merous. Buildings and grounds alike im- 
press one with their cleanliness, even the 
Midway being void of offence. Generous 
provision of free music of a high order and 
of various kinds of out-door sports, also 
gratuitous, are added to free seats for those 
who become weary, and there is no com- 
plaint as to exorbitant charges for provi- 
sions sold within the enclosure. The even- 
ing electrical display, bewilderingly splen- 
did and for reasons well known doubtless 
never to be surpassed, is well worthy a visit 
even from a long distance 

In view of these impressions here rec- 
orded, imagine my disgust and disappoint- 
ment upon finding that permission has been 
given to vendors of trashy, make-believe 
and bogus jewelry to sell at the very en- 
trances to some of the most pretentious 
buildings. This is especially noticeable in 
the Manufactures and Liberal Arts Build- 
ing, thus lowering the tone and surround- 
ings of the otherwise beautiful and com- 
plete exhibits made there by reputable and 
representative dealers. 

It seems like an insult to every exhibitor, 
as well as an imposition upon the public, 
for I write of what I know when I- say 
that the’purchasers are being swindled. It 
does not seem possible that the Director- 
General of the Exposition, a gentleman no- 
toriously above reproach, could have given 
this matter serious consideration, for if it is 
necessary to grant concessions of that ille- 
gitimate nature and so foreign to the pur- 
poses of this particular Pan-American ex- 
hibition, he would have consigned them to 
places by themselves, with a fair warning 
to the public against being deceived 

Trusting that influence may be 
brought, through your journal, which voices 
the protest of the trade in matters of this 
kind, to prevent the discrediting of genuine

COLLECTORS OF CURIOS AND JEWELRY 
BEFORE AND DURING THE GREAT 
REVOLUTION AT PARIS. 
y May, 1787, says F. Katt, in the Edel 
metal Industrie, the capital of France, 
according to a census then taken, had a 
population of 599,569 souls. Paris was the 
most luxurious city of the world. Adven- 
turers of all nations found there the 
longed-for Eldorado and rich foreigners 
led an agreeable existence in this Babel. It 
is not to be wondered at, therefore, that all 
sorts of articles were collected which could 
be bought only by such extravagant people 
and genial spendthrifts. 

There was the Palais of the danseuse 
Mademoiselle Dervieux, rue Chanteraine, a 
picture of which could be seen at the 
Paris World’s Fair in 1900 in the Pa- 
vilion of the city of Paris, reminding one 
of the fairy tales of Thousand and One 
Nights. She had a passion for ivory, boule, 
mother-of-pearl and incrusted jewelry. Her 
house contained, among other choice 
things, a so-called dragon room, the arm- 
chairs turned out of ivory, the dragon 
shape predominating everywhere, Oriental 
stuffs, red silk draperies, with gold dra- 
gons embroidered on them; a silver luster 
likewise representing a dragon. The ceil- 
ing, composed entirely of ivory tablets, 
showed incrustations of gold. The prettiest 
piece, in this treasure box, however, was 
the white marble fire place, which was 
supported by gold dragons, with large rose 
colored rubies for eyes. Everywhere, in 
cabinets, on tables, etc., lay and stood 
works of art, all in dragon shape, dishes, 
vases, mountings, etc., etc. 

The rich court banker Beaujon had an- 
other fad. His library and books shone 
in bindings of most astonishing value. 
He possessed Oriental manuscripts whose 
covers cost much more than the parchment 
itself; they were bound in silk, in velvet, 
interwoven, embroidered, etc. Whole rows 
of books were of leather with open filigree 
work (silver). Others again showed artis- 
tic locks upon which, in enamel were pic- 
tures of Florian’s Idylls. 

Count Artois, brother of the King, ac- 
cumulated in his castle Bagatelle (Bois de 
Boulogne) that remarkable collection of 
valuable embroideries and bronze objects 
of which we can still admire pieces in the 
“Garde Meuble.” 

There were clocks, chandeliers, 
sively painted screens, wainscoting, etc. 
The “fly” room of Count Macolini of the 
“Sasanen-Schloesschen” at Moritzburg 
here found its pendant in a “bee” room; 


expen- 


all the paintings, the wall paper, the fur- 
niture, everything referred to bees; the 
room itself represented a bee hive, and 
on all sides there were bees, made of metal, 
wood, precious stones, etc. Count Artois 
also collected watches. From the Nurem- 
berg egg to the “bijou-montre,” a minia- 
ture watch which first appeared at that 
period (1787), veritable refinements of art 
objects could be admired in costly cabinets. 
The Petit Palais of the Exposition of 1900 
contained almost this entire collection. 
There could be seen a gold finger ring with 
a very little watch set in it surrounded 
by diamonds; a watch of the 17th century, 
the outer case made of leather with gold 
nails and inside an octagon of crystal, 
watches with agate cases, watches of “ver- 
meil,” gigantic case clocks with music 
boxes inside, of palisander, mahogany and 
cedar wood; again others with organ 
striking work, all productions of Lenoir. 

Again, Princess Galitzin, a rich Russian 
lady, confined herself to collecting jewel 
cases, powder boxes, bonbonniéres and 
spoons. Made of gold, enamel and 
vermeil, they represented an enormous 
value, especially since they were studded 
with the most valuable stones. Round 
boxes of light tortoise shell with inlaid 
vermeil pictures, oblong ones of gold-en- 
amel ornamented with Oriental rubies, and 
red octagonal lacquered boxes, set with 
diamonds, constituted some of the finest of 
these art objects. The goldsmiths Brich- 
ard, Clavel and Julien Alaterre achieved 
eminent success in this field. The princess 
owned a spoon, which I saw last year with 
a dealer in antiquities of the rue de Pro- 
vence, a masterpiece of wonderful silver 
work. Daniel, which was the dealer’s 
name, had bought it from an estate. It 
was a tart-scoop; the rather long handle 
represented Napoleon as young Emperor, 
carrying the spy-glass in his hand and 
wearing the historical hat. The workman- 
ship was exquisite down to the boots. 

Mademoiselle Guimard, the famous dan- 
seuse, fitted up in her residence a Chinese 
cabinet, which was estimated at 200,000 
livres. Wall hangings, furniture and doors 
consisted of wonderfully worked porcelain 
plaques; the luster had the shape of a 
bell-tower, “its transparency,” it is reported 
being so wonderful that it seemed im- 
possible that hitman hands could have 
fashioned it; the little bells consisted of 
gold and stones. Adjacent was a Winter 
garden where stood giant trees of porce- 
lain.
